HE HAD 790 MUCH SPEED 
Although Root has made his man bid for big league fame this 
scason, he was up With the St. Louis team of the American League 
in 1923. 


He was canned by the St. Louis Browns because he had too 
much speed, believe it or not. 
Hod Elier and Carl Weiiman, former St. Louis Brown pitchers 


were the first to see possibilities in 
pitching in the Hamilton (Ohio) 
Weilman were in the same circuit. 

Weilman pitched against Root in one game and was stunned by 
the kid’s fast ball. 

“T am sending you another Walter Johnson,’ Weilman wired the 
Browns When he sent Root along to the big league. 

Let Root tell you of his big league debut:— 

“They murdered that fast ball.’ he rtlates. “I threw it past 
them in the sticks, but those hig leaguers hopped aboard and drove 
it right out of the park. Without curves or a change of pace I 
was ItIpless.” 

The Browns farmed him out to Terre Haute in the Three Eye 
League, and Root won the pennant. The Browns tried him again, 
but his fast ball was still a cinch for the big leaguers. They couldn't 
be annoyed with him, so he was shipped to Los Angeles. 

YANKS WILL APPLY ACID TEST 

Nearly a season elapsed at Los Angeles before Root discovered 
how to throw a curve. 

“I wore the skin off my knuckles trying to get the hang of it,” 
he said, “and just when I had given up hope of ever learning, it 
came to me all of a sudden. I'll never forget the thrill I got ‘when 
the ball faded for the first time. That first curve will always stick 
out in my memory regardless of how long I pitch.”
